Friendship To y s Suil fo r tm o p e

WASHINGTON—Today the SS Aagtedyk sails 
from Philadelphia, city of brotherly love, bear­ 
ing the first cargo of the tide of toys to Eu rope. 
This is a friendship cargo which tne American 
Legion has painstakingly collected from all pai ts 
of the U. S. A. for the children of Eu rope and 
for the families of American GI's in Korea. 
Last year the Legion sent 3.000,000 toys to 
Eu rope. Frequ ently drives of this kind slacken 
after the first year. People get tired or discou r­ 
aged, figu re the need isn’t qu ite so great. Bu t 
the Legion has reversed this trend, and the 
amazing total of 7.000,000 toys have now been 
contribu ted by children who cou ld spare a toy 
from u nder their own Christmas lice. 
What the Legion and its friends have realized 
is that money cannot bu y friendship. Nor can 
the shipment or arms bu ild friendship. Nor can 
the rebu ilding of Eu ropean factories, impoitant 
as that is, bu ild friendship. It is the people-to- 
people u nderstanding, su ch as comes throu gh a 
gift of a top bearing a message from one child 
to another, which really bu ilds the kind of t n- 
du ring friendship we need. 
Note—the Legion did su ch a good job col­ 
lecting friendship toys this year that the cost 
of shipping became mu ch greater than 
last 
year. Whereu pon a grou p of patriotic bu siness­ 
men in New York, led by Lewis Rosenstiel, 
stepped in to raise $50,000 to cover overhead 
expenses. 
Alien Property Polities 
One of the little-noticed bu t festering political 
sores of Washington is General Aniline and 
Film, the giant German-Swiss chemical corpora­ 
tion, formerly affiliated with the notoriou s I. G. 
Farben Cartel and now a pawn in the cu t­ 
throat game of Democratic politics. 
If a Senate committee ever pries into the 
political ramifications of General Aniline and 
Film it will make the Cu rrent probe of the Re­ 
constru ction Finance corporation seem pallid 
by comparison. Technically, the German-Swiss 
company is su pposed to be operated by the 
alien property cu stodian of the U. S. Ju stice 
department. Bu t the ju stice department has 
farmed direction of the company to variou s 
friends who helped Harry Tru man get where 
he is. 
First of all, shrewd, farsighted Victor Eman­ 
u el, tycoon of the American Aviation company, 
appointed Leo Crowley as head of his Standard 
Gas and Electric Co., when Leo was a power 
in the Roosevelt administration. At that time 
— 19 39 and the years following—Crowley had 
the u niqu e privilege of drawing $75,000 from 
Standard Gas and Electric at the very same time 
he was working for U. S. taxpayers as head of 
Federal Deposit insu rance and as alien prop­ 
erty cu stodian. 
An indication that Crowley was serving twe 
masters came later when he rewarded the man 
who paid him $75.000 annu ally by making Vic­ 
tor Emanu el a director of the giant German 
firm, General Aniline and Film. As alien prop­ 
erty cu stodian, Crowley cou ld appoint the di­ 
rectors of this German firm, and he appointed 
not only Emanu el, bu t Emanu el’s close friend, 
George Allen. 
Profitable Back-Scratching 
After Crowley stepped down as alien prop- 
perty cu stodian, he placed his own friend and 
assistant, Jim Markham, in this key position. 
And Markham, in tu rn, appointed another friend 
of Victor Emanu el’s, Lou ey Johnson, on the 
board of General Aniline and Film. Johnson 
became not only a director, bu t general cou nsel 
at a retainer of $37,500 annu ally. 
Later, when Markham stepped ou t as alien 
property cu stodian, he got a job in Lou ey John­ 
son’s law firm. Thu s, everybody scratched each 
other’s back all the way arou nd. 
However, a lot of politicians l ad their eyes 
on the giant German-Swiss firm. Manu factu ring 
as it does ANSCO film, hormones, and 1,000 
different synthetic dyes, it was the ju ciest prop­ 
erty seized by the government du ring the war. 
Its factories spread ou t from Grasselli, N. J., 
to Binghampton and Johnson City, N. Y., and 
a total of $1,000,000 a year was paid ou t to top 
execu tives and directors. 
So, in 19 47, Bob Hannegan of Democratic Na­ 
tional committee fame, indu ced Attorney Gen­ 
eral Tom Clark to appoint Jack Frye as head 
of General Aniline. Frye, a party faithfu l, had 
been eased ou t of his job as head of Trans 
World Airlines, bu t now stepped into the presi­ 
dency of the giant German-Swiss firm at 872,000. 
Battle of Tycoons 
Abou t that time Victor Emanu el’s influ ence be­ 
gan to wane, and the influ ence of rival tycoon, 
Floyd Odiu m, began to increase. Both, inci­ 
dentally, had carefu lly sweetened the kitty of 
the Democratic party, bu t in 19 48 Odiu m had 
gone down the line for Tru man while Emanu el 
flirted with the Repu blicans. 
At any rate, today finds Richard C. Patterson, 
a satellite of Floyd Odiu m’s, on the board of 
General Aniline, and significantly appointed as 
U. S. ambassador to Switzerland. Patterson has 
no ou tstanding qu alifications for the U. S. am­ 
bassadorship to Switzerland. However 
or may not be a coincidence that the 
now doing their best to take o 
line, in fact, have su ed the T 
while the Swiss government 1 


sentations to the State department on behalf of 
the Eu ropean investors in General Aniline. 
So natu rally the qu estion is being asked as 
to whether a Floyd Odiu m man as ambassador 
to Switzerland cou ld not perhaps intervene in 
this delicate, difficu lt situ ation. 
Songbird Director 
Other interesting political appointments to 
the board of General Aniline, made by a po­ 
litically minded ju stice department, are: Morton 
Downey, the coca-cola singer, who is a delight­ 
fu l personality bu t knows little abou t dyestu ffs; 
Colvin Brown, pu blisher of the Motion Pictu re 
Daily and great friends of ex-Postmaster General 
Frank Walker; William J. Mahaney of San 
Francisco, who gave $5,000 to the Democrats; 
and Donald Lincoln, law partner of Lou ey John­ 
son, who contribu ted $1,000 to the Democrats. 
Meanwhile, General Aniline’s earnings have 
dropped. Meanwhile, also, the U. S. government 
has followed a general policy of selling off 
other German property seized du ring the war. 
General Aniline and Film, however, remains 
u nsold, and the ju ciest indu strial pawn in all 
party politics.

The date was November 19 , 1863. It was to 
have been October 23, bu t Edward Everett re­ 
qu ired the extra week to polish the two-hou r 
oration that preceded Lincoln’s immortal two 
minu tes. The President, invited as an after­ 
thou ght, had bu t a fraction of a crowded two 
weeks to get ready. 
The people, they say, were disappointed. 
It is possible that Lincoln, today, might be 
disappointed in the people. For the words that 
have been engraved in gold and marble are 
something less than indelible in their hearts. 
If ten cities recently su rveyed rightly repre­ 
sent the nation, more than seven million adu lts 
have never heard of the Gettysbu rg Address. 
Sixteen per cent of those who have heard of 
it cannot identify the speaker. Fifty-fou r per 
cent are wrong abou t the occasion. 
Gu esses abou t the exact date cover 185 years. 
Opinions of what the talk was abou t range 
from the well-informed to many like those listed 
at the beginning of this Wedge. 
Thirty-six per cent can repeat the first line, 
bu t on l y fifteen per cent even pretend to know 
most of the address. 
One thing that does not su ffer from age is 
Tru th, and Lincoln’s message has as mu ch m ean­ 
ing today as it had eighty-seven years ago. 
We still live in a “nation conceived in Liberty, 
and dedicated to the proposition that all men 
are created equ al.” 
It is more than ever qu estionable whether 
“any nation, so conceived, and so dedicated, 
can long endu re.” 
Never before have governments “of the peo­ 
ple, by the people, for the people” perished so 
rapidly from the earth. 
And never, many believe, has it been so vital 
that “this nation, u nder God, shall have a new 
birth of freedom.” 
It is not likely that ou r freedom, bou ght at 
su ch a price in death and su ffering, can be 
lightly wrested from u s. 
Bu t it may dribble away, drop by u nnoticed 
drop, while we are bu sy rolling ou r own small 
logs. 
Two hu ndred fifty-six organizations su pport 
lobbies in Washington today. There are lobbies 
for the Farmer, for Lowrer Taxes, for World Fed­ 
eralization, for the Townsend Plan, for Displaced 
Persons, for Railroads, for Waterways, for Real 
Estate. . . 
Bu t a stu dy of the list does not show any lobby 
for the United States of America. 
There ou ght to be one—the greatest pressu re 
grou p in history—with every one of ou r 102,- 
000,000 
adu lt Americans 
as 
members, 
each 
pledged to pu t the cou ntry’s good ahead of per­ 
sonal profit or grou p gain, each refu sing to have 
the thinking done for him and delivered like 
the morning mail. 
For there can be no real pu blic opinion with­ 
ou t private thinking, and there can be no na­ 
tional strength based on “What’s in it for me?” 
If this cou ntry is to have a “new birth of free­ 
dom,” it will not commence with committees 
and cou ncils, nor will it develop by resolu tion 
or proclamation. 
It will start qu ietly across the land in the 
hearts of men and women, and it will grow into 
a national conviction that what others have 
been willing to die for may be worth some ef­ 
fort to preserve. 
It will begin with some very small thing, 
as small perhaps as the 277 words of the Getty- 
bu rg Address. 
Su ppose—to celebrate its eighty-seventh birth­ 
day—aU of u s memorized it again. Most of u s 
knew it once. 
And while we were memorizing it, su ppose 
we took time to think abou t its meaning, abou t 
the character of the man who gave it, abou t 
the hope it holds against the fearfu l backgrou nd 
of its giving. 
It might help fiee u s from lazy cynicism, from 
spiritu al shiftlessness, from ou r dangerou s habit 
of leaving everything u p to a non-existent 
“them.” It might even lead to the “new birth 
of freedom” that Lincoln prayed for. 
It is with that hope that the Gettysbu rg A d­ 
dress is reprinted here: 
“Fou r score and seven years ago ou r fathers 
brou ght forth, u pon this continent, a new na­ 
tion, conceived in Liberty, and dedicated to the 
proposition that all men are created equ al. 
“Now we are engaged in a great civil war, 
testing whether that nation, or any nation, so 
conceived, and re dedicated, can long endu re, 
We are met ::e; e on a great battle-field of that 
war. We have come to dedicate a portion of it 
as a final resting place for those who here gave 
their lives that that nation might live. It is

new birth of freedom; and that this govern­ 
ment of the people, by the people, for the peo­ 
ple, shall not perish from the earth.”

Ma ke Sure Milk Is Certified 
Or Pa steurized Befo re Using

Milk is an exceedingly good 
food. Its nu tritional valu e is ex­ 
cellent since it contains proteins, 
minerals, fats, vitamins and other 
su bstances in one package all cf 
which are needed by the hu man 
body. On several occasions I have 
written on this su bject referred 
to the importance of milk which 
has been properly collected and 
treated 
by 
pasteu rization 
since 
milk contaminated by germs can 
also be dangerou s to health. 
Several people have written in 
abou t variou s featu res of the milk 
problem. 
Take the qu estion of 
certified 
and 
pasteu rized 
milk. 
Ordinarily certified milk is that 
which has been obtained from 
specially selected dairy herds and 
collected and distribu ted u nder 
conditions of frigid care. 
Pasteu rized milk has been heat­ 
ed to ju st below the boiling point 
for a while to kill the germs 
which might attack hu man beings. 
Bu t my attention has been called 
qu ite properly to the fact that 
some certified milk is also pas­ 
teu rized. Also, the fact that milk 
is pasteu rized does not mean that 
it was not also obtained from in­ 
spected cows and has been care­ 
fu lly handled. 
Anotner 
correspondent 
writes 
that she has three small children 
and is thinking of getting a milk 
goat bu t wonders how safe the 
milk wou ld be. If she does this 
the goat shou ld be carefu lly tested 
for the germ which cau ses u ndu - 
lant or Malta fever and some 
other bacteria. 
The animal shou ld be given a 
clean bill of health by the veter­ 
inarian before she gives her chil­ 
dren the milk. To be dou bly su re 
pasteu rizing also wou ld not hu rt; 
there are several good home pas­ 
teu rizers on the market. 
I have also received a letter 
from a lady who says she has 
recently moved to a farm and 
wants to know of a method of pas­ 


teu rizing on which she can rely. 
An electric pasteu rizer wou ld be 
best bu t if she cannot get one it 
is possible to do a fair job with 
a dou ble boiler. 
Better to O v e r d o 
The 
milk shou ld be brou ght 
to a temperatu re of at least 145 
degrees and kept there for abou t 
an hou r. It is safer to overdo it 
than to u nderdo the heating. This 
method is, however, likely to alter 
the taste more than either com- 
merical pasteu rization or a home 
electerical machine. 
Good safe milk is one of ou r 
best foods, not only for children 
bu t for grownu ps as well. Today, 
thanks to the improvement in 
the health of the animals, better 
and 
cleaner collection methods, 
refrigeration, and pasteu rization, 
the benefits of milk are more 
widely shared and milk is safer 
than ever before.
